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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvbus at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 4, 8-11, 17,21-22, 26 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
.anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Minami et 
al. (WO 99/67303, its English equivalent, EP 1 095 951, is referred to hereinafter). 

Minami teaches a homopropylene having the following properties (page 4, lines 
1 1-55, and page 97, Table II-2): 

(1) hexane soluble at 25 °C (H25) in the range of 0-80 wt.%, 

(2) no melting point Tm or a melting endotherm AH>6X(Tm-140), 

(3) (mmmm) in the range of 20-60%, 

(4) {rrrr/(1-mmmm)} < 0.1, 

(5) a fraction (W25) eluted at a temperature up to 25 °C in the range of 20-100 wt%, and 
(7) an intrinsic viscosity (r\) of from 0.5-15.0 dl/g. 
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The properties of Minami's homopropylene encompass those of the instant 
claims. It is noted that Minami does not expressly teach the criterion, (6) (rmrm) of 
more than 2.5 mol%, of the instant claims. However, the homopropylene disclosed in 
the prior art are made by processes using catalyst compositions which are identical to 
those disclosed in the instant specification and are satisfying all six criteria, (1 )-(5) and 
(7), except (6). Under these circumstances, one of the ordinary skill in the art would 
have expected that the criterion (6) would be inherent in the prior art polymers. 

Once a product appearing to be substantially identical is found and a 35 USC 
102/103 rejection made, the burden of proof is shifted to the applicant to show an 
unobvious difference. In re Fitzgerald, 205 USPQ 594. In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 
324. Applicants have not met their burden to demonstrate an unobvious difference 
between the claimed product and the products of the prior art examples. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments over the rejections of previous Office action have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, those rejections have been withdrawn. 
However, new rejections as shown above are made in view the teaching of Minami 
which is submitted to the Office in the information disclosure statement under 37 CFR 
1.97(c) on July 14, 2005. 

Conclusion 

5. Applicant's submission of an information disclosure statement under 37 CFR 
1 .97(c) with the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(p) on July 14, 2005 prompted the new 
ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS
